1 . The amendment (RCE) filed on 1 1/24/2008 has been entered and considered by 
examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is the examiner's statement for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 and 23: 

The most pertinent prior art is: Lee (US Pub: No: 20030222839 A1) discloses (in 
Fig. 1) a system to adjust (correct) colors (i.e. correct RGB) ([0046])); a display adjust 
circuit (i.e. 500) adjusting (i.e. correcting) the display data (i.e. n bits RGB) received 
from a system processor (external graphic controller) via said processor interface logic 
(i.e. logic circuit). 

The display adjust circuit (i.e. 500) adjusting (i.e. correcting) the display data (i.e. n bits 
RGB) received from said system processor (external graphic controller) via said 
processor interface logic (i.e. logic circuit) and writing said modified display data (i.e. m 
date) into a display RAM ([0084]) wherein the adjustment (correction) is performed for 
each color (i.e. RGB) by linearly scaling by a programmable amount according to an 
equations (i.e. equation 1 , [0077]) by a simple operation of color adjust registers (i.e. 
540, 550, and 560), ([0021], [0053-0054]) but Lee does not teach or suggest that the 
adjustment is performed for each color by linearly scaling by a programmable

amount, wherein the amount corresponds to color 
parameter set for each primary color). 

Clifton et al. (US Patent No 6388648 B1, see the IDS) teaches a method of 
color adjust (i.e. color balance) by an adjusting circuit (i.e. 160) (column see Fig. 13) 
but Clifton does not teach or suggest that the adjustment is performed for each 
color by linearly scaling by a programmable amount, wherein the amount 
corresponds to color aijusi = color umdJusl 12" (n is a parameter set for each primary 
color). 

Sato et al (US Patent No: 6262817 B1) discloses a system and method for 
adjusting a color image (column 22, lines 45-67, and column 23, lines 1-20, Fig. 12- 
13), but Sato does not teach or suggest that the adjustment is performed for each 
color by linearly scaling by a programmable amount, wherein the amount 
corresponds to color adjust = color unadjust 12" (n is a parameter set for each primary 
color).

The reference above singly or combined does not teach the uniquely distinct 
features of the claimed invention.
